I verily believe the original patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or 
invalid^ is partly inoperative by reason of my having claimed less than I had the right to 
claim. Specifically, while Claim 34 of U.S. Patent 6,029,238 recites an information 
processing apparatus including a reception means that receives unique infonnation 
transferred from each of a plurality of peripheral processing apparatuses through a network 
in response to a request provided by a request means and a second storage means for 
storing the unique infonnation received by said reception means wherein the unique 
infomiation describes a trouble rate of each of the peripheral processing apparatuses. Claim 
34 of U.S. Patent 6,029,238 does not recite a reception means for receiving trouble data 
and status infomiation fi^om a plurality of output control apparatuses, a selection means for 
selecting one of the plurality of output control apparatuses which has the smallest second 
trouble count value, based on the trouble data received by said reception means for 
receiving trouble data and status information, and a display control means for displaying 
the location of the one output control apparatus selected by said selection means based on 
the status infomiation. 

All errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to 
the time of filing this Declaration arose without any deceptive intent on the part of the 
applicant.
